Rome, Aug. 24.—The United Press was authorized 


today by the Papal Secretary of State to make the follow- 
ing statement: 


The first two points in the Pontifical appeal for peace 


, which treats respectively of disarmament and freedom of 


the seas were suggested by President Wilson in his fam- 
ous message to the Senate. 
Consequently we are inclined 


to believe they are now a part of the demands of the Amer- 
ican people. 


The third and fourth points were based on speeches 


by statesmen of the different belligerents. 
Therefore the 


same statements can not be refuted now without contra- 
diction to themselves. 


The fifth and six points concern special territorial 


questions over which the Holy Father does not and can- 
not propose any definite and concise solution, consequent- 
ly he confines himself to the wish that the several ques- 
tions be examined in a conciliatory spirit and be settled 
in so far as posisble with the aspirations of the people 
The Holy See \vishes to emphasize the fact that the appeal 
for peace was riot inspired by any nation or nations.

army on 'September 15 and 30 per 
cent oil September 30, with the re- 
maining 10 per cent to follow later. ' 


With the near approach of the date

The Adjutant General of the State 


will notify the local Board when it is 
desired that the quota for which the 
Board is responsible shall entrain for 
camp and to what camp they are to 
be sent. It will be for the local boaiv 
to fix a place and time for the en- 
training. Every man in the quota 
shall 'be notified by posted notice am 
by mail to report at the office of the 
Board between 8 in the morning ant 
5 in the afternoon on the day set. The 
hour for reporting shall not be:more 
than 24 hours before the time set no 
less thanTlZ.

The third and fourth points were based on speeches

same statements can not be refuted now without contra- 
diction to themselves. 


The fifth and six points concern special territorial 


questions over which the Holy Father does not and can- 
not propose any definite and concise solution, consequent- 
ly he confines himself to the wish that the several ques- 
tions be examined in a conciliatory spirit and be settled 
in so far as posisble with the aspirations of the people 
The Holy See \vishes to emphasize the fact that the appeal 
for peace was riot inspired by any nation or nations.

Dear Mama and Papa and all: 


It has been a long long time since I 


wrote, but I know you Understand 
•why. We surely have been traveling, 
-leaving Oakmont in a hurry, we never 


stopped for more than a few hours 
until we came to our English camp. 


The trip from Oakmont to our sea- 


port in U. S. was uneventful and un- 
changing, even our diet of tomatoes, 
corned beef and petrified 
crackers. 


But as for eats we had so much given 
to UB by people .that we were always 
stuffed. 
That is one thing about this 


regiment, everyone te always hungry 
•id at the same time filled to the 
teeth. 


At the U. S. seaport we stayed just 


long enough to get on our liner and 
_ge±__our 
"stateroom" 
assignments. 


The boat was one of the finest on the 
Atlantic? ' We slept on deck when the 
weather was permtssable and in our 
rooms when it was not.

were great, 3rd class but more than 
could be expected. 
When the tugs

•ml I were together and we couldn't 
realize that we were actually leaving.

We roll our blankets get in line, get 
out of line, shoulder our guns and 
we're off, maybe two miles maybe two 
lundred.

seaport for here where I am now. 


France is like Pennsylvania as far

LOCAL BOARDS HAVE CHARGE 


(Br United Prcu) 


Washington, 
D. C., Aug. 24.—In 


ess than two weeks from this date, 
according to present 
schcdale, the 


irst contingents of the great draft 
army are to start from their homes 
'or the training camps. September 
5 is the date set for putting into the 
arniy 30 per cent of the quota in each 
district in the order in which they 
were called for 
examination. An- 


other 30 per cent is to be put into the 
army on 'September 15 and 30 per 
cent oil September 30, with the re- 
maining 10 per cent to follow later. ' 


With the near approach of the date 


when they must quit civil life and put 
on the khaki the drafted men through- 
out the country are naturally curious 
as to the procedure they will be ex- 
pected to follow when the day arrives 
for them to go into the army. This 
procedure, as outlined in orders from 
Provost Marshal 
Crowder, may be 


summarized as follows: 


Each District Board shall give no- 


tice to the members of each quota as 
early as possible to hold himself ready 
to report at a certain place at a cer- 
tain time. These Boards will mail 
copies of this notice to each man, post 
a notice in the office of the Board and 
turn a • copy over to thei newspapers. 
But the posting of the notice in the 
office of the Board is legal notice and 
failur eto appear will not be excused 
on the ground that mail was not de- 
livered or the selected man neglected 
to read that posted notice. 


The Adjutant General of the State 


will notify the local Board when it is 
desired that the quota for which the 
Board is responsible shall entrain for 
camp and to what camp they are to 
be sent. It will be for the local boaiv 
to fix a place and time for the en- 
training. Every man in the quota 
shall 'be notified by posted notice am 
by mail to report at the office of the 
Board between 8 in the morning ant 
5 in the afternoon on the day set. The 
hour for reporting shall not be:more 
than 24 hours before the time set no 
less thanTlZ. 


On reporting the men will be helc 


together and formed in line. Thi 
Board will have employed a numbe 
of assistants to direct th? new sol 
diers; it will also have made contract 
with lodging houses, hotels' and res 
taurants in the neighborhood of th 
offices so that tickets issued by th 
Board will be accepted for food am

The hour for reporting 
to entrain shall be 45 minutes ahea 
of the time when the train is to de 
part, plus the time it takes to mov 
the men from the office to the station 


When the men are assembled at th 


office 
for entrainment one of ,thel 


number shall be selected by the Boar 
as "the man in charge." He shall se 
lect an assistant. The men will b 
instructed 
to obey all instruction 


from "the man in charge." The quo 
ta, accompanied by the board,,wi 
then move to the station. The Boar 
will present transportation request 
and receive tickets for the men an 
also food tickets for their meals e 
route. 


"The man in charge' will care fo 


the tickets and will also have in hi 
custody all the papers, roll and th 
like which accompany the troops an 
which are to be turned over to the ac 
jutant of the training camp. As soo 
as the train has left the local boar 
will 
telegraph the 
adjutant of th 


training camp, stating the number o 
men who have been sent, the time o 
their departure, their route and th 
probable time of their arrival. If th 
journey is of more than 12 hours "th 
man in charge" will send a telegran 
to the adjutant six hours before th 
arrival, telling when the quota is 
be expected.
